United 'States by the Benin govern- 
ment.

clown had loved her before she stole 
Ills gems. They bad belonged to his 
dead wife, and she had access to them 
because she was "housekeeper" of bis 
apartment. He caused Viola's arrest 
and conviction, and tbcn his love for 
her returned. 
She was sentenced to 


the reformatory in August, 1913. 


The legiments of clowns who bawl 


and tumble out on to the Garden tan- 
bark every few minutes at perform- 
ances of "the greatest show" are in- 
variably unknown even by name to 
circus audiences, except when perhaps 
once in n generation a George Fox, a 
Toiiy Denier, a Daii Luby or, muster 
of them all, a Slivers Oakley comes 
forth with a genius for pantomime 
that lifts him from the ruck of indi- 
viduality. 


Whtrs H« Got Hit Nicknam*. 


Even circus patrons who may not 


remember by name the Frank Oakley 
who was nicknamed Silvers because 
of his lanky height, will recall him if 
they ever saw him, a bird cage "catch- 
ing mask" and a padded catching 
glove as his sole baseball "props" to 
create illusion, go through his artlessly 
artful pantomime of impersonating an 
entire baseball team by himself. 


Dazzling circus queens or aerial "art- 


ists" might be swinging on high wbllo 
high salaried ring performers were tum- 
bling about below, but once Slivers of 
Ihe elongated feet began his "game" 
by taking au imaginary drink of water 
at an imaginary bench uud sauutering 
out to argue with an Imaginary um- 
pire until he was ordered off the field 
the thousands iu the Garden or under 
the canvas big top acrosn the country 
gaw only him. AguiuT when he came 
forth as u duck hunter, a foolish little 
canvas boat extending fore and aft 
from bis wal*t, and crept up upou 
Imaginary cauvasbacks. 


Hi* Early Life. 


He did not spring from generations 


of circus stock, us w many itcrformers 
do. His mother, who wii.s a concert 
Singer In Chicago, wanted blui lo study 
one of the profession* :m<l ^eut him to 
tbe Unhersify of Miclug.iu with this 
niubition In mind 
But Silvers would

A few JCHIS earlier, or1 fourteen years 


after bis birth in Sweden, he had run 
away from his mother's home In Chi- 
cago and had traveled with an old time 
Wilton circus until bis mother had 
located him and brought him back 
to home and prepaialory school again. 


Outside oC the tent he was a serious 


minded man. One day be said to a 
friend:

Hew TtMy Generate Haat te Keep the

Colony Warm. 


Tbe bee uphold* his reputation for In- 


dustry throughout tbe winter moots* 
•a well da during the summer. Being 
susceptible to cold, the bee must turn 
to bl» colony for warmth. Commun- 
ism, which In been is so highly de- 
veloped In the storing of food and car- 
ing for the .voting, la also the baste for 
the beating system. 


It was found by experiment flat 


only the shell of tbe cluster made by 
tho bees In cold weather la compact. 
Tbla Is formed by one to several 
ers of bees all solidly arranged 
their head* Inward, their hairs inter- 
lacing. This arrangement U perfect 
for conservation of the beat withm, 
Except for au occasional shifting ot. 
position the bees forming tbe shell are 
quiet. 
But within the shell strata 


things are going on. 


It 1s here that the beat la generated. 


And the antics are not unlike our own, 
when we are cold. The bees are pack- 
ed loosely within the shell so that 
ihero Is plenty of space for many bees 
to be exercising at a time.
